SUBJECT: ■ My trip to the Hague, December 2-3, 19^5 

I spent two days in the Hague visiting the heado^uart ers of the 
Int ernat ional Docuinentation and Information Center (iNTERDOC), Van 
Stolkweg 10, ’s Gravenhage. First, a few notes on this organization. 

The purpose of INTERDOC is: “to promote a better and wider knowledge 

of East-West problems in particular the East-'.Vest conf ront at ion 
t h rough the exchange of documentation and information, (Attached is a 
pamphlet describing the organization and activities of INTERDOC.) I 
am familiar v;ith the organizat ion ' s branches in Munich and the Hague and, 
later this week, I will visit INTERDOC, U,K. in London. The people I 
have met vfno are members of INTERDOC include Dr. Claus Kernig in Freiburg, 
Bob Hindersin. in Hamburg, N. von Grote in Munich, and Messrs C. C. van den 
Heuyal, INTERDOC *s Director in the Hague, and his deputy, Herman Mennes. 
There appear to be many organizat ions throughout Europe which are 
associated with INTERDOC. One of these is the Centro di Studi e Richerche 
sui Problemi Economico-Soc iali (CESES), an organization with whom we are 
in contact with. Also, an organization with which I became familiar about 
four years ago, Union Kondiale Europeens, is also associated with 

INTERDOC. 

INTERDOC is interest.ed in opening a branch office in the United 

States. Mr. van den Heuval v;ill travel to the States in April to establish 

contacts. Hi He is already acquainted v/ith Frank Barnett of the National 

s e ekin 

Strategy Information Center but is isokxngxiki suggestions for other 
contacts as well. 

I spoke at great length with'^rSiih van den Heuval , and Mennes, and 
. Mr. J. R. G. Verreijdt of Inter Press., I will summarize below the main 
points of my talks with these , gentlemen. 

1. INTERDOC will assist us with contacts in Sweden, Switzerland and 

Denmark. (Attached is a complete list of names and addresses of 

' / 
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contacts given to me by Messrs, van den Keuval and Mennes.) 

They have a close working relationship with the National Union of 
Students of the Netherlands and thn v;ith the Netherlands Youth 
Association, the Dutch affiliate of \VAY. In fact, 

Mr. Mennes is a member of the board of the National Union of Students 
and is in charge of a training program for a select groups of students. 

He vras training them for the World Youth Festival which was to have 
taken place in Algiers this year; nov; he will continue to train, them 
for the next youth festival. This will be interesting for us to 
follow up.sn V/e are establishing irxcs: indirect contact with an' 
increasing number of student groups in many Huxopuan countries, 

(a) The Netherlands section in Leiden of the Internat ional Student 
Travel Agency sponsors tv/o trips a year to the Soviet Union with about 
50 to 40 students each time. "^The student exchange sponsors various 
study gxs trips to the Soviet Union. At the present time, a group of 
60 economics students from the University of Rotterdam are participat ing 
in a three or four v/eek study tour in Moscow. (They will be contacted 
upon their return.) (c) There are meetings between Dutch and Soviet 
students at conferences in Western Europe. (d) Various Soviet dele- 
gations go to Holland throughout the year. 

Mennes has contacts also with a Ukrainian named Kuschpeta who lectures 
at the University of Tilburg and v;ith a certain Dutchman who resides 
at a monastery at Voorburg. The latter gentlemen trained at the Russicum 
in Rome. He speaks Russian and travels frequently in the Soviet Union, 

He also in ”in charge of” an estimated 200 Russian women who married 
Dutchmen and who presently live. in Holland. 

I made arrangements with Mennes to do maixg regular mailings from the 
Hague under the- name of something like, the Netherlands Literary 

Club. V/e will furnish addresses, titles, and a short letter to accompany 
each book. The mailings will be from a private address in the Manga Hague 



Mennes, who was horn in Indonesia, maintains an interest; in that 
country and is distributing various kinds of// literature to Indo- 
nesian students. He has some sarxk sort of sauri courrier service 
to Djakarta and a group of students at the University there distribute 
the materials. He is v/illing.to distribute the Paris Bloc Journal 
in the same manner. \Ye are gnintsx going to try this for, a while 
and see how it v/orks. - 

Mennes introduced me to Mr. J. R. G. Verreijdt who is the / repre:::entat ive 
for Inter Press in the Hauge . Inter Press, whose headquarters are in 
Rome, is run by a Dutchman, Dr. Hahn, and an Italian, Dr. Savio. 

Although it is not publicized, Inter Press in sponsored by the Inter- 
national Union of Christian Democrats. Its principle activities asin 
at the present time seem, to be in Latin America. Their offices in the 
Hague, Rome, and Santiago de Chile are / connected by telex. Inter 
Pres, Rome, telexes feature akiaiu articles daily to its Ank Santiago 
office, / v/hich in turn, sends the articles by wire service to some. 

300 leading Latin American newspapers. The Santiago office sends 
background materials to the Euruna European branches. Mr. Verreijdt 
said that he was willing to take one of our feature articles each v/eek 
and v^ould distribute them through Inter Press to these same Latin 
American papers. This would mean a tremendous increase in our dis- 
tribution and all free of charge if this v/orks out. In exchange for 
furnishing them with our articles, they will, make available to us . the 
background materials they receive from Latin America. Our articles 
will be airmailed to the Hauge each Tur Tuesday afternoon. They will 
be telexed from the Hangs Hague to Rome and from Rome to Santiago and 
should be received by the newspapers by Wednesday or Thursday of each 
week. We v/ill forward the first feature articles on Wednesday, December 8 .

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A Mo«tlng took plaoe in the autunn of 1937 in the South of 
Franoe between a Prenoh and a Oeman group* oenpoaed of 
repreoentatlvea of soleaoe* industry* press and the Amed 
Forooa* who* A tltre prive '* wished to discuss East-West 
problems* espeoially in regard to the new Coaounlst challenge i 
peaoefol ooexistenoe. 

In the autumn of 1938 * Dutch group of similar composition and 
with the same Interests Joined the others. During the following 
years a tendenoe became apparent in ^ disoussloas to aim at 
more oonorete* practical points* in partieular in regard to 
the increasing East-West ocnfrontatimi. It also beeame increasingly 
clear that a solution to the new challenge could net be found ih 
a negative antl-Coimmialsm* but that a mere positive antl-Communism 
was required* whieh would involve a closer examination of the 
basic values of the West* and their dissemination in the 
Communist world and in the developing countries. 

The tendency towards a more practical approach to certain 
problems also oreated the need for a centre of dootsaeatation and 
information for the groups frmn the various countries. TIiAs 
Idea gradually took ohapo and in February 1963* was finally 
realized.
